- Nazi Strafing of U.S. Ambulances 


Creates Bitter Hatred in Gls 


By MORLEY CASSIDY. 


WITH THE AMERICAN FORCES, Dec. 26. 
(Delayed) —(NANA)—Less than half a mile 
from the command post of this battalion, the 
wreckage of two American ambulances liés 
this morning in a ditch beside the road, One 
had been swept by fire and left a charred tan- 
gle of metal. The other had crashed into a 
pine tree at the edge of the forest and was 
badly smashed. And standing beside them is a 
doughboy who curses with deep passion as he 
scans the wreckage.

His feeling is typical of the new bitter- 
ness which is evident everywhere among our 
forces in this area as a result of tre Germans’ 
shocking violations of every code of war in 
their desperate counteroffensive which now is 
in its llth day. 

These two ambulances, both filled with 
American wounded, were on the way to a 
hospital when American P-47 Thunderbolts 
circled overhead, suddenly dived and strafed 
them. The ambulances were alone on the road. 
The driver of the one charred bulance and 
his assistant may die. In the other, two of 
four wounded men suffered new injuries which 
likely will cause their deaths. 

The strafing plane, beyond question, was 
an American plane captured by the Germans 
and deliberately painted with American mark- 


ings in violation of the Geneva convention. 
Scores of men of this battalion watched the 
strafing and are unanimous in describing the 
markings as being violations. 

The shocking misuse of markings for this 
sneak attack is only one of hundreds of equal- 
ty atrocious deceptions which have occurred 
everywhere throughout this area during this 
German offensive. Every unit one visits has 
its own tales of German sneak tactics using 
captured American uipment with Allied 
markings, or wearing erican uniforms. 

In many instances, the enemy’s methods 
have been partially successful, but the net ef- 
fect of this has been the treation of a new 
spirit of grim and unforgiving bitterness, cou- 
pled with new tightened security measures 
everywhere in this theater. 

In areas where formerly any American v 
hicle rolled unchallenged and passwords wefe 
almost unknown, one today is stopped at every 
turn. This is all to the good. And equally 
good is the sudden recognition of the kind of 
enemy we are fighting. Genial te im- 
plied in such names as Krauts and Jerries 
has been replaced with a bitter hatred which 
expresses itself in no uncertain terms. 

“The Germans are going to have plenty of 
reason to regret this new policy of trickery,” 
said one officer. “Just as the buzz bombs 
made the English swear they’d never make a 
soft peace with this kind of enemy, these tac- 
tics are making every American soldier swear 
this is going to be no soft war for an enemy 
who stoops to use them.

Prime Object 
To Pay Debts, 
Says Governor 


GRIFFIN, Ga., Dec. 28.—Gov- 
ernor Arnall, speaking today to 


members of Griffin Rotary club 
at their regular weekly luncheon 
on “Georgia’s Development,” said 
that one of the prime objectives 
in this program was to pay Geor- 
gia out of debt. 

Governor Arnall said that Geor- 
gia had been in debt since 1832, a 
period of more than 100 years, and 
that the state had an indebtedness 
of 32 millions of dollars when he 
went into office. This included 
bonds not due until 1999, and this 
amount was ,oing to be paid off 
without increasing taxes. 

“Georgia men and women must 
co-operate,” he declared, “to make 
the state attractive to returnin 
Georgia veterans, both men an 
women, in order to prevent an ex- 
odus similar to that following the 
war in 1918 when approximately 
50 per cent of Georgia’s veterans 
left the state to seek a livelihood 
elsewhere.” 

The Governor said that this 
robbed the state of its richest re- 
sources: its young, energetic peo- 
ple who must be retained here to 
help develop industries and natur- 
al resources. 

Stressing the importance of 
health, Governor Arnall said 
“Georgia must have a program of 


hospitalization, and at the same 
time develop a program of pre- 
ventive medicine to insure the peo- 
ple of this state against the rav- 
ages of disease.”

Continued From First Page 
tion estimate that broilers ready 
for market .in these seven counties 
during the week of January 2 will 
number ‘approximately 220,000 
birds and that by the first week 
in February this weekly total will 
have jumped to 300,000—averag- 
ing about three pounds per bird.

“Rapidly mounting casualties make it 


imperative that these nurses be procured 
at.once or many of our wounded will be 
deprived of esse.tial nursing care,” O’Con- 
nor wired each of the nation’s 3,756 Red 
Cross chapters this week. “Eleven Army 
hospital units about to go overseas are 
being sent without any nurses. This is an 
unprecedented event in this war.” 


With battlefront casualties continuing 
to mount, it is inconceivable that home- 
front enlistments should continue to de- 
cline. Yet only 750 military nurses were 
enlisted in December, the second lowest 
recruitment month since Pearl Harbor. 


Every eligible nurse should answer the 
call immediately. The need is great and 
urgent.

Stettinius Has Made 
A Bold, Smart Start 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—We went around to 

the waiting room in the State Department. It 

zit wasn’t there. A sign said to go to another door. 

We went. The room was bright and neat and smart as paint. It 
even smelled of paint. ' 

The door knobs and the component parts were shining with 
polish, revealing a beautiful brass finish. 

“That’s new, isn’t it?” I asked of the attendant. 

“I guess. it’s the first time they have ever been polished,” he 
said. “Before they were painted over. I guess they got some 
machine to polish them.” 

When we were ushered in to the office of the secretary of state, 
Mr, Edward R. Stettinius Jr., everything there was smart as paint. 
Mr. Cordell Hull, the great Tennessean, had occupied the office 
more years than any other secretary of state. He had liked old- 
fashioned, heavy furniture and steel engravings. Here the Jap 
envoys, on December 7, had been told, “Get out of here, you little 
blankety-blanks.” 

Mr. Stettinius had, in a prominent place, a photograph of Cor- 
dell Hull inscribed to “Edward Stettinius, With Affectionate Re- 
gards.” He had other photographs. He had portraits. The walls 
were a lighter color. The furniture was less noticeable. In one 
corner was a huge ship’s model, a gift from Adm. Land of the 
Maritime Commission. 

It was a new office. Edward R. Stettinius fitted into it. Hand- 
some in a dark gray suit, he looked ready to tackle the toughest 
assignment any secretary of state has ever faced. The economic 
feature and the diplomatic future are tied so closely together in 
the future that he must wrestle with both giants at one and the 


same time. 

In true American style, the bleachers are busy 
The Bleachers with the State Department and with the war. 
The Germans were moved out of Africa so expeditiously and re- 
tired so masterfully from France we forgot, for a while, we were 
playing in the big league against a team which has been in first 
place most of the time and which even now is only a few percentage 
points out of first place. 

The recent German success has brought all the old isolationist 
gang out if full force, crying that politics is behind it. Some are 
even saying we should withdraw from fhe war in Europe. They 
are the same old gang and no responsible American will give them 
ear. They may be expected to have their usual support. But not 
more. 

The fact is the Germans broke through on our front which was 
weakest for an obvious reason, It had less strategic value than 
any other of our fronts. 

The truth of this statement is demonstrated by what has hap- 
pened. The Germans drove for 50 miles and did not attain a single 
city or point which had any real strategic value or importance. The 
area they chose is heavily wooded, is crossed by many streams and 
one great river canyon. The Germans were driving toward Liege 
when they began. Had they got this city they would have cut two 
rail lines supplying our other fronts and compelled a general with- 
drawal. They were channeled away from that city. They hoped, 
too, to cross the Meuse, and they were stopped in that. The attack 
still is fluid and it can become a German disaster. Whether it will 
or not no one may say, but it can so become. 

To speak of it as a disaster as great as Pearl Harbor, as did one 
always hysterical, isolationist columnist in a Washington paper of 
this week, is complete rot. Even though the Germans did attack with 
great skill and force we were not so surprised we could not turn 
them from their main objective. Now it seems we have pinched them 
where it hurts. We may pinch harder. 


: . The bleachers are in full cry about foreign 
Foreign Policy policy, demanding that we announce and 
support a continuing policy. 

For any person so to write is to admit ignorance of a funda- 
mental fact about this country. It simply cannot have such a policy 
and every other nation knows it. Our senate must confirm any final 
policy agreement, because a policy must finally become a treaty. 
Our senate and congress can, by open and harsh criticism and 
action, nullify any policy any administration might set out to follow. 

Our State Department must have the support of enough senators 
to sustain it on any policy before it can move. It is folly to an- 
nounce a policy and then have it knocked down or made impotent 
by senate criticism and opposition. ; 

No other nation has this sort of constitutional setup. It means 
that our State Department must play politics, domestic politics, 
before it can proceed with international politics. This is a simple 
but highly important fact, which must be kept constantly in mind 
by those who bewail the apparent lack of international policy on 
the part of this country. As a matter of fact, we have had a policy 
and we have held to it rather well. 

Mr. Secretary Stettinius has made a bold and smart start, and 
this I would like to discuss in a later article.

Editor Constitution: It appears 
from the press that the constitu- 
tion rewriters have done their part 
to make it possible for the gover. 
nor of Georgia to serve for life. 
It is reported that this plan passed 
in the committee by one vote and 
that could, be said for other 
iniquitous schemes of politicians. 
Long time in public office creates 
inefficiency if not dishonesty. Ap- 
pointive officers are not as ef- 
ficient. and progressive as those 
who are responsible directly to the 
people, Witness the present incom- 
petent, inefficient, and meander- 
ing prison and parole board. Ex- 
ample: A suspended sentence was 
recently revoked in Fulton county 
and a man sent to the chaingang 
at Ben Hill camp. This man’s wife 
was put out of the house, their 
furniture was taken for a small 
balance payment due. The family 
having no income, it is being kept 
by charitable friends. As soon as 
the matter was made known to the 
judge, he immediately set about to 
correct it, but under the present 
system the judge could not set this 
wrong right; he could only refer 
to the Pardon and Parole Board.

Who Started Ritual 
Of Ship Launchings? 


Undoubtedly, in these wartimes when new 

vessels slide down the ways in American ship- 

~ yards at the rate of three or four or five per 

diem, many of you have wondered as the whys and how-comes of 

the regular ritual of christening which is observed with each proud 
new warship, cargo vessel, tanker, et al. 

You know the scene: A snappily dressed female ready with a 
bunch of orchids on her bosom and a look of grim determination on 
her face, slams a bottle of champagne, encased in a tight metal mesh 
basket, against the prow of the ship just as it begins its slide to the 
water. Superstition has it that if she scores a hit the vessel will 
be lucky. If, vile mischance, she should miss and the prow not be 
spattered with champagne, the ship would be shunned by all ortho- 
dox seamen as unlucky. 

(As a matter of fact, at all proper launchings there is a man 
stationed at an unobtrusive spot, to make sure a bottle is broken, 


if the fair sponsor should prove a dud.) 

: : According to “Table Topics,” a house organ 
Ancient Rites dealing with interesting items involving wine, 
the ancients made sacrifices when their ships were launched. An 
Assyrian tablet dating from 2100 B. C. says oxen were sacrificed 
when Noah first set his Ark upon the water. 

The old Norsemen, cruel brutes, tied human sacrifices, alive, 
to the rollers on which their ships were sent to the sea, the victims 
being thus crushed to death. As late as 150 years ago in France 
convicts were allowed to volunteer to chop out the last timber sup- 
ports that held the ship in the ways. Frequently the convict was 
crushed to death under the hull, but if he managed to escape this 
fate he was given his freedom. 

The Middle Ages saw elaborate religious ceremonies at the 
launchings, but the ships were then baptized with holy water. The 
earliest recorded use of wine at such a christening was with the 
baptism of the British warship H. M. S. Prince Royal at Woolwich 
in 1610. 

In Tudor times ships were christened with elaborate ceremonies 
after they were afloat. An official spilled wine on the deck, drank 
the King’s health from a golden goblet, and then threw the goblet 
into the water where onlookers could dive for it—finders-keepers. 

The shipbuilder paid for the goblet, but it is recorded that one 
tightwad fixed a net to salvage the goblet and this caused guch 
rioting the christening ceremonies were, for a time, abolished. 

They had to try three times be- 


The U. 5. 5. Constitution fore the famous old American 


ship, The Constitution, was successfully launched. Not that this 
was the reason for failure, but water was to have been used the 
first couple of times, but at the third, and successful attempt, a 
bottle of old Madeira was found and used. 

Water was not,uncommon as a christening liquid at early Amer- 
ican launching ceremonies. Sometimes wine was mixed with the 
water. Some warships were christened with brandy. The U. S. S. 
Shamrock, launched in 1863, was christened with Irish whisky. 

The earliest recorded use of champagne was at the christening 
of the steam sloop Lackawanna at Brooklyn Navy Yard in 1862. 
The reasons for champagne seem to be merely the rather blatant 
fact that it is an expensive wine and because the bottle bursts with 
a bang and a fizz. That’s why they encase it in metal mesh. For 
safety from flying, broken glass. 

It used to be a man’s job to christen a ship, usually a naval 
officer. However, a century or more ago, a royal prince ordered 
that ladies of the court be permitted to officiate. The first re- 
corded christening by a woman in the U. S. was that of the 
U. S. S. Concord, in 1828. Unfortunately, her name is not pre- 
served for posterity, she being identified only as a “young lady of 
Portsmouth, N. H.” 

Today, as you know, ship christening is one job the women 
have taken over altogether. The men have been quite pushed out 


of the picture. 

Some folks have thought it a waste of 
Pleases Workers time, money and other essentials to hold 
elaborate launching ceremonies in wartime. But some tentative 
efforts to do away with the affairs have been so strongly resented 
by shipyard workers that the launchings have been continued as 
recognition of work well done. 

They tried to do away with the christenings in Britain, under 
the stress of their all-out war effort, but workers in one shipyard 
there chipped in for the wine and other expenses and held their 
own ceremonies. So it was decided it would be better to continue 
the ancient customs. 

“So, when you see your next ship launching, I hope you will 
feel you know a little more about the ancient lore of the custom 
and the reasons, if any, for the elaborate ritual.

AFL-UMW Reconciliation Due 


WASHINGTON.—Intensive behind-the-scenes negotiations are 
.under way, looking to the return of John L. Lewis’ United Mine 
Workers to the American Federation of Labor, and usually well- 
informed spokesmen in both camps are predicting that this reunion 
will be ste gem early in the new year. 

The formal excuse for reopening of discussions between ‘Mr. 
Lewis and William Green, president of the AFL, was a resolution 
adopted by the latter organization at its New Orleans convention 
renewing its former invitation to the UMW. But the factor that 
really is bringing these organizations together, it is said, is the 
rising political and economc power of their common rival, the 
Congress of Industrial Organizations. 

nder leadership of Sidney Hillman, the CIO went slediength 
for President Roosevelt in the recent election, including large finan- 
cial contributions. In consequence, as the opposition labor leaders 
fear, governmental favoritism to the CIO interunion contre 
versies is likely to increase, 

In a letter just now disclosed, for example, President Green 
bitterly attacked Chairman Harry A. Millis, of the National Labor 
Relations Board, for “your bias in favor of the CIO and your 
continued hostility to the AFL.” 

“I feel convinced,” Mr. Green said, “that the AFL will never 
be accorded an impartial hearing or be the beneficiary of a fair 
decision by the NLRB as long as you serve there. I will feel 
tremendously relieved when your membership on the NLRB is 
terminated.” 

In addition to Mr. Lewis’ demonstrated success in battling gow 
ernment agencies, including even the President himself, the 
badly needs the more than half million additional membership which 
return of the Lewis unions would give . 

Particularly in the international field preference between Amer- 
ican labor groups is determined by members, One of the federa- 
tion’s biggest assets has been the specification by the Interna- 
tional Labor Office, last remnant of the World War I League of 
Nations, that Fm aot agin ween in its deliberations shall be confined 
to the largest la federation in each country. 

When President Roosevelt tried to force ‘the AFL to divide its 
membership in the ILO with the CIO last spring, the AFL was 
able to show that it still has more members than any other Ameri- 
can labor group. It is not so sure, however, that it will be able to 
maintain this claim for long, if the CIO continues to grow. 

It would fee] much safer with Mr. Lewis’ brood back in the fold. 


nd FY To all outward appearances, Mr. Lewis had 
Lewis Position continued to do very well despite his lack 
of union associates, but some of the perils of his position are self- 
evident. During the election campaign, there was a sizable re 
bellion among his miner constituents against his anti-Roosevelt posi- 
tion. CIO agents undoubtedly are doing their best to foster this 
discontent. Also, the time is approaching when Lewis must open 
negotiations in behalf of his mine union for a new contract with 
a certainty of governmental involvements. On both these counts 
his position would be more secure if the AFL was firmly behind him. 

The main sticking point in earlier negotiations between Lewis 
and the AFL were the numerous collateral unions the United Mine 
Workers had spawned, under its so-called District 50. AFL build- 
ing workers particularly resented Lewis’ attempted invasion of their 
field. 

The report now is that Lewis is inclined to abandon all his 
collateral unions, excepting the chemical workers, which he pro- 
poses to take into full membership in the UMW on the ground that 
many chemicals have their base in coal. The AFL on its side is 
said to be willing to give Lewis full possession of the chemical field 
provided he will get out of the other lines of union organization 
in which he is in competition with AFL unions. 

Lewis’ career has been remarkable. First he installed his UMW 


that organization to 

Murray, another of his Mine 
CIO he broke away again to attempt with some success to form 
a third union federation under the aegis of the United Mine Workers. 

In 1936 Lewis contributed $500,000 to President Roosevelt’s cam- 
paign and then, when he failed to get what he considered to be 
due him from the administration, turned against it. Even so, the 
UMW is the one union that has won out in every brush it had with 
the New Deal government. 

‘There are those who predict that if Lewis gets back into the 
AFL it will not be long before he will be running it more completely 
than he ever did before.

Over Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON.—When the senate comes back 
next week for the new congress it will be con- 


sible and positive 


- fronted with a demand that it take a more respon- 
part in the development of a constructive, active 


foreign policy to combat the discouraging revival of power politics 


in Europe. 

This will come from the group 
of four senators, two Democrats 
and two, Republicans — Hatch, 
Democrat, New Mexico; Hill, Dem- 
ocrat, Alasama; Ball, Republican, 
Minnesota, and Burton, Republi- 
can, Ohio—who were pioneers in 
the campaign for a United Na- 


tions organization. 

They are earnest and sincere 
men. They demonstrated their 
effectiveness some months ago. 
They are given r-uch credit for 
the eventual passage by congress 
of a resolution favoring postwar 
international co-operation because 
of their previous campaign, in the 
senate and on the stump all over 
th: country, for a comprehensive 
resolution, || ly advocating 
a United Nations organization, for 
which the’ milder resolution was 
substituted, ' 

Two of ‘the group, Sens. Ball 
and Hatch; became so perturbed 
over what was goin on in Belgium, 
Italy, Greece and Poland, that 
they went to the W..ite House a 
few days ago to confer with 
President Roosevelt. They told 
Mr. Roosevelt very frankly of 
their fears that the seeming play 
of power politics in Europe might 
militate against a world organiza- 
tion because of the disillusionment 
it is creatir.g in this country. 


What the, President told them is 
not reveale#i, but the fact that the 
issue is to Ke taken before the sen- 
ste would jseem to indicate: that 
they were hot satisfied with what 
they learn¢éd and that they feel 
they should take the case to the 
country, through the sznate, to stir 
up public opinion for pressure 
upon the ddministration. 


The basic objective is to speed 
up the creation of an organization 
along the lines laid down by the 

reliminary conference at Dum- 

n Oaks so that such issues as 
those involved in Belgium, Italy, 
Greece and Poland could be 
thrashed out by that organization 
of nations, rather than being de- 
termined by separate agreements 
such as that of Great Britain and 
Russia on the partition of Poland. 


What the senators will do is not 
definitely decided among them. 
One suggestion is that they intro- 
duce a resolution advocating that 
nations now able to participate go 
ahead and form an organization, 
consisting say, of the United 
States, Great Britain, Russia, 
France and. The Netherlands, to 
whic the dthers would be admit- 
ted as theiz governments are re- 
established’ This organization 
could take #p common problems. 


Such a resolution could form a 
vehicle for 4ebate, public enlight- 
enment and’ public pressure. 


The senators have a good deal 
of confidente in the pressure of 
pu lic opiniyn. How it can affect 
the heads Af governments was 
demonstrateti in the hurried trip 
of Prime Minister Churchill and 
Foreign Secretary Eden to Geece 
to seek a tlement of the situa- 
tion there about which the British 
public and newspapers became so 
critical. | 

There is 2 feeling in the senate 
that the United States has not as- 
serted its irfluence as it should, | 
that it has been timid and vacil- 
lz ting, with the result that there’s 
a species of isolationism at the | 


top, or at least the effect is the 
same, This percolates down to 
the people. A bold, dynamic poli- 
cy, it is felt, would get public sup- 
port. There is too much that 
smacks of ivory-tower operation, 
wit: the public too little consid- 
ered and too little trusted. 


The senators who are so con- 
cerned about recent United States 
policy, or the lack of it, are all 
practical men and they realize the 
practical difficulties in readjust- 
ments in Europe. But they see a 
better hope of meeting these prob- 
lems if the United States frankly 
recognizes this and assumes its re- 
sponsibility and leadership. The 
earliest possible creation of an 
organization is regarded as essen- 
tial, so that the problems could be 
taken up in common, about the 
table, with the United States sit- 
ting in as a partner. The longer 
that is delayed, they feel, the 
less chance there is of the United 
States being really effective, com- 
mensurate with the influence it 
now wields among the peoples of 
the world. 


They realize, too, that the 
American people are easily dis- 
couraged about practical political 
matters in Europe, and are too 
readily inclined to wash. their 
hands of the whole business when 
confronted with difficult § situa- 
tions, such as have already arisen, 


This tendency must be combat- 
ted, and for this leadership is 
needed.

NEW YORK.—The questions 
are not really debatable but dis- 
cussion of the dispute between 
Montgomery Ward and the War 
Labor Board should help people 
to understand what the Roosevelt 
government has been doing to 
them for its own political purposes 
under cover of the war emergency 
and with a pretense of serving 
the national interest.

Oddly, however, although the 
boss is forbidden to discuss un- 
ionism with the help, in practice 
he is encouraged to do so if he 
speaks in favor of it. Technically, 
this, too, is coercion but all the 
Roosevelt agencies dealing with 
labor relations violate or waive 
laws in the interests of their po- 
litical henchmen in the union 
movement, so this sort of viola- 
tion is encouraged. 


Of course the closed shop, in 
all its variants, is coercion, too, 
but nevertheless is favored by all 
the Roosevelt labor agencies and 
in many cases imposed by order 
or pressure.. It 1s coercion in sev- 
eral aspects. For example, a new 
men coming to work is told that 
he must join the union. He has 
no choice of a bargaining agent 
here. He is coerced by the boss in 
collusion with the union. 

Ward’s says no, because that 
would be an illegal interference 
with the worker’s right to choose 
or discard a bargaining agent. The 
company is forbidden by law to 
do as the War Labor Board says 
it must and yet Dr. Frank P. Gra 
ham, ostensibly a “public” mem- 
ber of the board, has the audacity 
to appeal to the public-with an 
inflammatory and prejudicial dec- 
laration that Ward’s obduracy in 
respecting the law is a serious as- 
seult on the government’: home 
front war policies. 


Of course it is that, but the peo- 
ple reading. Graham's cunningly 
devised statement, may not be in 
a position to realize that those 
policies are hostile to the Ameri- 
can rights of the very workers 
whom they pretend to befriend. 
Those policies are a great boon to 
the union organizers. In millions 
of cases, by these policies, the 
Roosevelt government has done 
their work for them by herding 
great groups of people into unions, 
subject to exactions, taxes, and 
discipline, who should have been 
converted individually by the or- 
ganizers. That is their job and 
naturally they are grateful and 
loyal to an administration which 
does the trick for them in multi- 
thousand lots. They just collect 
the money and, of course, at cam- 
paign time are generous with that 
money to the party which sluiced 
it to them.

Milledgeville: 
Town of Birds 


(Christian Science Monitor) 

Milledgeville, a small college 
town in the heart of Georgia, has 
no speed limit signs at the edges 
of the town. The city council 
took them down about 10 years 
ago. In place of “Speed limit 25 
miles per hour,” you read, ‘Mil- 
ledgeville: A Bird Sanctuary.” 

The birds seem to know that 
the people of Milledgeville are 
their friends. They know it as 
well as if they could read the 
signs at the city’s entrances. 
Scores of families in Milledgeville 
have window ledges built especial- 
ly to hold crumbs for the birds. 
Many families boast (as much as 
well-bred people ever boast) of 
the fact that the same birds come 
back to their yard year after year. 
And it’s a dull meeting of the 
bird club if you do not hear at 
least one sparkling anecdote of 
some bird’s smartness in nest 
building, or rearing a family, or 
dealing with its mate. Club mem- 
bers hasten to report the first 
robin, or the brown thrasher, or 
a strange bird that has not come 
before. 

Little boys do not shoot the 
friendly birds in Milledgeville. 

And as reward for their friend- 
ship for birds, the people in Mil- 
ledgeville have sweet music al- 
most the year through. The warm 
climate makes it possible for many 
of the birds to winter there. In 
the fall the leaves of the trees 
along the streets are as yellow as 
gold coins or as red as blood 
drops. The winter resident birds 
are still about. 

But the autumn sights and 
sounds are nothing compared with 
spring. The dogwood, which was 
scarlet, foams up like soapsuds, 
and the elms are newly green. 
The crimson wing of the redbird 
flashes against the emerald beauty 
of the trees. On the brown tele- 
phone poles the red-headed peck- 
erwood taps out his secret code. 
At tea parties women begin to tell 
each other, “Our birds got back 
today.” 


And in the treetops the birds 
sing, paying rent to their friends 
for hundreds of bird houses that 
hang in backyard trees, or just 
for the trees themselves to build 
in, and for the crystal water in 
bird baths in the yards, and for 
the crumbs in the feeding stations.

Why Surrender of Germany Out of Question 


The fantastic new offensive of 
the Germans has astonished the 
world—and not only for military 
reasons. How did the Germans 
marshal the morale which made 
it possible? All the analyses which 
have been made sums up to one 
thing: The Himmler terror, which, 
it is said, keeps Germany togeth- 
er. But terror is a defensive 
weapon, to preclude revolt. It 
takes more than the mere absence 
of revolt to drive armies forward 
as these are driving. | 


The questioning of prisoners, as 
reported from the front, has not 
revealed a renaissance of Nazism. 
Nor is there any indication that 
most Germans believe that there 
is a chance of winning the war. 
A released American prisoner 
quoted his jailers as saying, “From 
will make your Mr. 
Roosevelt reconsider his . peace 
terms.” There was no suggestion 
they would dictate peace terms to 
us. And meanwhile Germany is 
being bled completely white—and 
the Germans know it. 


Now, the peace terms are uncon- 
ditional surrender, and without 
criticising the formula I would 
like to suggest that the circum- 
stances of the war make it impos- 
sible—exactly impossible—to ful- 
fill this demand. Surrender is an 
act from the enemy toward our- 
selves. It is not surrender if we 
beat him flat on the ground, army 
by army, and city by city. That is 
step-by-step conquest, but not sur- 
render, 

There are preconditions for un- 
conditional surrender. In the Ger- 
man case it involves giving up the 
nation—not merely the armies— 
to something. From the side of 
the United Nations it involves 
creating something to which the 
nation as such can _ surrender. 
When Lee surrendered his armies, 
the south surrendered the Confed- 
eracy, they surrendered to the 
Union, When a criminal surren- 
ders to the police, he surrenders 
himself to the law of the state. 
He surrenders, that is to say, to 
an existing society, able to deal 
with him as an identity and an 
entity. 

But there is no identity to 
which Germany, as an identity, 
can surrender. She cannot sur- 
render as a whole, to a whole. 
She must surrender herself, in 
parts, to other parts. Surrender 
therefore involves the denial and 
destruction of her own existence— 
by herself. It means self-imposed 
dissolution. 

Germany, which is. with all its 
defeatism and despair, and with 
all its hideous destruction and 
wanton blood-letting, still a going 
concern, must, to surrender, dis- 
member itself. It must surrender 
in the east to the Russians. It must 


surrender in the west to the Brit-' 


ish, the Americans, and _ the 
French. But “it” cannot surrender 
itself to the four winds, For then 
it ceases to be an “it.” “It” could 
do so, if the four Allies together 
formed one something. Germany 
could, for instance, surrender to a 


| 


United States of Europe. Ger- 
many could surrender to a world 
organization. Germany could sur- 


render to the Soviet Union—or to 
Great Britain. But only Germans, 
not Germany, can surrender to 
four Allies, with four different 
programs. In the deepest sense 
there is no address to whom a 
surrender note can be sent. 


Germany’s continuation of the 
war is madness. That Germans 
recognize it as madness is revealed 
in the way they conduct this last 
offensive, piling madnesses upon 
madness, But madness is prefer- 
able to nonexistence. They cry; 
“Germans unite; you have nothing 
to lose but your existence,” is a 
true cry, and therefore powerful 
in its effect. Goebbels has dis- 
tributed to his troops tens of thou- 
sands of copies of Churchill's 
speech on Poland, offering Poland 
200 miles of Baltic coast and not! 
only East Prussia but whatever 
Poland wants of Germany east of 
the Oder, the German population 
to be swept out. 


believes Churchill. 


Now it happens that in almost 


every German troop unit there is 
someone from this territory, who 
becomes among his compatriots, a 
fanatic propagandist. The boy from 
Breslau may have serious doubts 
about Goebbels’ veracity, but he 
If, in the west, 
he and his troop surrenders to 
the Anglo-Americans, he is not 
surrendering to them, but surren- 
dering his home and his family to 
the Russians. 


And similarly, men in troops 
in the east, surrendering to the 
Russians, are not surrendering [t6 
them, but surrendering their Co- 
logne homes and families to. the 
British. They cannot even, as hu- 


man entities, as members of fami- + 


lies, give themselves up to. one 
victor, or one program represent- 
ing all victors. 

Germany is to offer herself to 
the judgment of Solomon—without 
a Solomon. 

Therefore Germany will not sur- 
render, because cannot 
surrender. There is nowhere where 
Germany, as such, can go, even to 
give herself up.

Postwar Job Outlook Weighed

PRINCETON, N. J.—More peo- 
ple in the Pacific region of the 
country—especially along the west 
coast—are pessimistic about post- 
war employment than in any oth- 
er part of the country. 

In the states embracing the 
mountain area and the west coast 
seven out of every 10 think that 
after the war not everyone who 
wants a job will be able to find 
one. . 

The present survey indicates, 
moreover, that more young peo- 
ple are worried than older people 
about the postwar job outlook. A 
greater proportion of business and 
professional people are found pes- 
simistic than in other groups, 
when the findings are analyzed 


by occupational groups.

RUSH U. S.-WARD 
Taxpayers 
Stampeding 
Wrong Way 


Thinking that the deadline had 
been shifted from March 15, 1945, 
to December 31, 1944, a large num- 
ber of Georgians have rushed to 
the state revenue department to 
file their income tax returns. 


The confusion resulted from a} 


recent news story. quoting State 
Revenue Commissioner J. Eugene 
Cook on filing final estimations on 
the 1944 income with the “feder- 
al” government in order to claim 
deductions from the state income 
tax payments next March. 

“If the taxpayer expects to be 
allowed a deduction of the federal 
income tax paid on his 1944 re- 
turn he must make a payment on 
or before December 31, 1944,” 
Cook said yesterday. “If the tax 
paid on the 1944 federal return is 
paid subsequent to that date it 
may be claimed as a deduction on 
his 1945 return.” 

Instead of rushing to the state 
collector with the state returns, 
Georgians should be rushing to 
the federal revenue agent to file 
their final estimations on their 
1944 income, it was pointed out— 
that is, if they want to deduct the 


Gas Revenue 
Shows Decline 


Of $60,897 


Georgia motorists were doing 
less driving in November than 
they did in October, but the drain 
on the gasoline supply still was 
well ahead of the month of No- 
vember, 1943, according to State 
Revenue Commissioner J. Eugene 
Cook. 

Cook reported yesterday that 
revenue from gasoline showed a 
$60,897 decline from the preceding 
month. Gasoline income from No- 
vember, 1944, was $186,325 above 
the same month of last year, how- 
ever. Revenue comparisons _in- 
cluded: For November, $1,774,251; 
October, $1,835,112; November last 
year, $1,587,889. 

Cook also reported that the in- 
tangible tax unit has collected 
$198,000 in back taxes on stocks, 
bonds and monies—dating back as 
far as 1938. Income from this 
source thus far in 1944 is $110,314 
greater than in 1943. Last year 
collections totaled $625,983, and 
thus far this year the collections 
total $736,298.

flow of soldiers from southern Army camps and posts is infiltrat- 


ing the draft-depleted ranks of 
production of Vital Army needs. 

Released by the Army on a 90- 
day furlough plan, 6,400 soldiers 
from the entire country, will tem- 
porarily return to the same type 
of work they performed before 
their Army induction, More than 
3,000 are expected to be released 
by the Army for work in southern 
mills and industries. 

Here at Bibb Manufacturing 
"ger mcone iae Porterdale Mill, 34 
urloughed soldiers are already at 
work, producing cotton duck cloth 
which was recently listed by Gen. 
Eisenhower and Gen. MacArthur, 
as one of their most pressing 
needs. More soldier employes are 
expected as soon as the adminis- 
trative wheels of the Army release 
them. 

225 IN STATE 

Over the entire state, 225 sol- 
diers are already at work in Geor- 
gia cotton mills. The Army antic- 
ipates releasing 1,000 men to 75 
mills in the southeast for cotton 
duck production. 

The 34 soldiers at Porterdale 
serve as weavers, loom-fixers, dof- 
They are 
under the supervision of M. R. 


Gardner, assistant superintendent | 


of Porterdale Mill. 

Perfect harmony exists between 
the civilian employes and _ fur- 
loughed soldiers. Civilians ex- 
pressed their satisfaction at hav- 
ing the Army reinforcements dur- 
ing the drive to raise production 
on cotton duck. The soldiers them- 
selves are pleased at their tempo- 
rary return to familiar surround- 
ings. 

Billeted in a near-by hotel where 
they pay only $30 per month for 
room and board, the soldiers are 
able to save more than they could 
in the Army. They receive both 
their Army pay and the regular 
wages paid by the mill for the 
type of work they perform. 


SPARED ARMY DISCIPLINE 

The soldiers work a daily 8-hour 
shift, and earn at a minimum 45 
cents per hour. They are com- 
pletely separated from Army dis- 
cipline due to their furlough 
status. Lt. Charles R. Gill, of the 
Fourth Service Command, exer- 
cises what little Army jurisdiction 
is necessary, and serves as liaison 
officer between the Army and the 
mill. 

The unprecedented move of fur- 
loughing soldiers to work in pri- 
vately owned cotton mills was 
brought about through the increas- 
ing overseas demands for cotton 
duck cloth. Stepped up produc- 
tion in heavy ammunition, truck 
and car tires and foundry prod- 
ucts, as well as cotton duck, has 
recently been demanded by over- 
seas commanders. 

A total of 65,000,000 yards of 
cotton duck per month is needed 
to fill Army and Navy require- 
ments. The largest amount ever 
produced in one month, December, 
1943, was 52,000,000.

In other immediate production 
problems enlisted soldiers are also 
being furloughed for mill and in- 
dustry work. In ammunition 
plants throughout the United 
States 3,000 soldiers will be tem- 
porarily returned to their civilian 
work. 

One thousand men will be 
granted furloughs from the Army 
for work in forges and foundries, 
225 of them in the southeast. In 
Alabama, Mississippi and Tennes- 
see, several hundred soldiers will 
return to private industry for 
work in truck and automobile tire 
plants. In the entire country 1,400 
will be furloughed for work in 
rubber plants. 

General requirements of sol- 
diers for the furloughs are: Pre- 
vious experience in cotton mils, 
over 26 years of age or to be on 
limited service, stationed in the 
continental United States and not 
a member of a unit alerted for 
overseas service, not undergoing 


infantry or air crew training and 
‘not a member of an air crew.

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Nazi Lashback 
ToBoomerang, 
Stimson Says 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 28.—(#)— 
Sec. Stimson, though describing 
the present situation on the Euro- 
pean front as “critical,” expressed 
confidence taday that the Germans 
will eventually reap “disastrous 
consequences” from their gam- 
bling counteroffensive. 

“War is not an easy game to 
play and you can’t always. win 
every battle;” the War Secretary 
told a news conference, “but I 
am confident that we are winning 
and that time will reveal that this 
German throw of the dice will 
have disastrous consequences for 
him.” 

The secretary acknowledged 
that American efforts to stem the 
German drive have cost us “se- 
vere” casualties but asserted that 
the Nazi army, too, has “taken 
hard blows” in personnel and ma- 
teriel losses. 

Indicating that the Allied high 
command is relying heavily on 
air superiority to throw back the 
German thrust, he said that aside 
from the fighting spirit. of our 
troops “no other factor in the 
present situation means so much 
to us as flying weather.” 

In the five-day period beginning 
Saturday, he reported, Allied air- 
men destroyed 483 German planes 
and 507 armored vehicles and de- 
stroyed or damaged 3,177 motor 
vehicles. In addition, Stimson 
said, the enemy’s marshalling 
yards are “being blown to bits.” 

He emphasized the continuing 
advance of Allied flanking troops 
attempting to narrow the German 
offensive corridor in Belgium. 

He said it would not be “appro- 
priate to say that the Germans 
have been contained or that the 
danger is over.” 

Likewise, he said in obvious 
reference to some criticism of Al- 
lied intelligence, it is too soon 
“to pass judgment as to whether 
any person or group should be 
censured” as a result of the Ger- 
man breakthrough. 

Undoubtedly, he added, the 
Germans made use of every ad- 
vantage in weather, forest cover 
and long nights, to mobilize their 
forces under “excellent” staff su- 
pervision. 

Stimson asserted that “an im- 
portant factor” in the German de- 
cision to risk the offensive was 
the use to be made of it in Nazi 
propaganda efforts to divide the 
Allies. 

Saying that it was most “im- 
portant to avoid falling into their 
trap,” he praised the press and 
radio for “a rather remarkable” 
attitude in resisting what he 
termed “the temptation to make 
violent criticism following any 
reverse.”

Probably our generals 
would have to be reached. Just

But I imagine that our men hoped they would 


advance into Germany as fast as they had crossed France, and the 
loss of the territory which they fought so hard to gain must be a 


bitter disappointment to them. 


This is total war, and we fight in spirit with our men overseas. 
We know that we have to produce more if they need more; that 
there have to be nurses for the wounded and supplies of food for 
our men, as well as for the liberated peoples who are hungry and

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Fish Substitutes for Meat: 


Is Rich Source of 


lodine

Fish is a protein food, therefore 
is interchangeable with meat, and 
a judicious use of fish and sea- 
foods gives welcome variety to our 
menus. Because most fish con- 
tains little fat it is easily digested, 
but having little fat it is somewhat 
lower in energy value than most 
meats. The dark fleshed fish con- 
tain most fat; the white fish he- 
long: to the non-fat group. Fish 
is valuable, too, for its iodine and 
phosphorus content; iodine is 
necessary for the proper function- 
ing of the thyroid gland. All fish 
and shell fish which include oys- 
ters, clams, shrimps and lobster 
are good sources of iodine. 


In cooking fish keep in mind 
that a low or moderate heat de- 
velops a better flavor than quick 
cooking. Too quick cooking and 
overlong cooking makes fish 
tough, dry and tasteless. Try this 
point-saving dinner menu and see 
how satisfying and good a fish 
dinner can be.

Whole Baked Fish With Stuffing 


Select a fish weighing about 3 
to 3 1-2 pounds. Have it clean- 
ed, but left whole. 

Chop 1-4 pound mushrooms, or 
use small can, and saute them in 
3 tablespoons melted margarine. 
Skim out the mushrooms and add 
mushroom liquid, 1-4 cup thinly 
sliced celery, 1 tablespoon minced 
onion, 1 tablespoon minced pars- 
ley and 1-2 teaspoon salt. Cover 
and cook 5 minutes. Then stir 
in 1 1-2 cups fine breadcrumbs, 
add the sauted mushrooms and 
salt and pepper to taste. Mix 
well and stuff the fish with this 
mixture. Sew or fasten with 
toothpicks. Place fish in an open, 
shallow pan and bake in mod- 
erate, 375-degree oven, 50 minutes. 
Lay several strips of salt pork or 
bacon over fish, or baste several 
times during cooking time with 
melted bacon drippings. When 
done, remove fish carefully to a 
hot platter and garnish with small 
boiled potatoes rolled in parsley 
butter, broiled tomatoes, or whole 
buttered onions. 

This recipe comes from middle 
America. The sauce is much like 
Hollandaise, but easier to prepare:
